REPORT OF PUBLICITY COMMITTEE 
Season of 1936 

The publicity department began functioning in May and will 
continue through the Autumn exhibition. 

Prior to or during the run of the three 1936 exhibitions 
608 stories and 221 photographs were distributed to a total of 
201 newspapers, magazines, news services, and special writers. 

Of the 608 stories sent out, 127 were different stories. To date 
the clipping service employed by the Association has turned in a 
total of 269 notices and photographs reproduced. These have ap¬ 
peared in 71 different publications having a combined circulation 
in excess of 7 million. Our output and acceptance was larger 
than in 1935. 

We have placed either in person or by mail a total of 400 
posters—one lot for each of the three exhibitions. Mailing has 
included 2900 announcement cards. A number of personal letters 
were sent out. 

The visitors’ register contains more than 2500 names obtained 
in the present season. This register has become increasingly 
valuable in furnishing material for publicity stories. Incident¬ 
ally, it shows that the exhibitions have been seen by the residents 
of 43 states and fourteen foreign countries. 

Conversations with Autumn show visitors during the past two 
weeks reveal that more than 160 persons had never been in the 
gallery before. Leftover Annual Oil catalogues have been put to 
use by giving copies to these first-time visitors.
